arger playgrounds in Madison. 


"Vacation 
school, 
with instruc- 


tion in folk dancing, weaving, map- 
making, manual training, and do- 
mestic science will provide recrea- 
tion for the 
children 
during the 


summer months," said Mr. Gosling, 
in speaking of his plan. 
"If our 


young people are not given a --w*y 
of amusing themselves, they are 
likely to find it themselves in ways 
•which parents do not approve." 


"Our schools should teach chil- 


dren the most effective way of tak- 
ing their place in the jommunity. 


Instruction should be given on 
health, c i the 
command 
of the 


fundamental processes, on civi« edu- 
cation, and on ethical character.' 


Mr. O'Shea tola the League that 


the Sterling-Reeds.bill will provide 
for a separate department of educa- 
tion headed by a secretary, who will 
sit at cabinet meetings and have 
the same legal status as the pre- 
sent heads 'of departments. Before 
a state may receive «ny aid from 
the federal department under this 
act, every child in that state be- 
tween the age of 7 and 14 must at- 
tend school,for twenty-four weeks 
during the rear. Physical education 
will be provided for. 


An appropriation of »100,000,000 


is called for. Last year more money 
was spent for chewing gum, cqsmes- 
tics, and gasoline than for educa- 
tion.

A committee composed of T. W. 


Gosling1, superintendent of schools, 
and Marcus E. Johnson, superinten- 
dent of buildings and grounds, was, 
appointed at a meeting of the board 
of education Tuesday night to se- 
cure an appraisal of two West Sida 
sites sought for" high school build- 
ing purposes. Tho appointment was 
made following a 
recommendation 


of Supt, Gosling that the common 
council be asked for a ?600,000 bond 
issue for the purchase of the sites 
and construction of two buildings. 


Tho board felt that definite sites 


should be asked in the bond ordi- 
nance. One site is the block bound- 
ed by Regent, Highland, and Van 
Hise sts., and contains 10 acres. The 
other block is bounded by Madison, 
Oak, Adams, Warren and 
Regent 


sts., 
containing about seven and 


one half acres. 
The latter has 


about 11 vacant lots assessed at 
?1,000 a piece. The committee will 
arrange to have the two blocks ap- 
praised by the appraisal board of 
the Madison Real Estate board. 


Henry W. Pickford was elected 


clerk of the board to succeed Jolvn 
Moran, resigned. 


Supt. Gosling, in a report, stat- 


ed that the conditions in the Madi- 
son schools are such that unless im- 
mediate action is taken the city will 
be seriously handicapped. 


"A yearly ificrcrrso in the enroll- 


ment of the high schools makes it 
imperative that steps are taken as 
soon as possible," he said. "Every 
year an increase ranging from 175 
to 00 pupils is reported. 
During 


the past two and one half years the 
high school enrollment has been in- 
creased by 600. 
At the present 


time the high school population, in- 
cluding the enrollment of the Uni- 
versity high school of 300, totals 
2.500."

It was usual for knights to take off 
their aaynor before dancing, but in 
some cases they kept on their coats 
of mail and their helmets.

wholesome until "mask balls" were

started. After that, many persons 
forgot their dignity. They said to 
themselves. "We are disguised, who 
will know what we do?" 


They might have answered that

At one mask ball, a half-insane 


king of 
France 
and four friends 


dressed up as "wild men."

wore only 
fuzzy, skin-tight gar- 


ments. Everyone was anxious to 
know who they were. A duke went 
up to the four friends, who were 
chained together. He was careless 
and let his candle touch the "hair" 
on one of them, it caught fire. In 
the excitement which followed, all 
four were burned to death.

king was saved, but he was more 
insane than ever the rest of his life.

HILE discussion of the Bok Peace 
Plan goes on, the real propaganda 


for future war continues uninterrupted- 
ly. It takes various forms. 
There is, 


for instance, the series of prizes offered 
to high school students by the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society. 


On the face of it, this enterprise is 


very innocent, very worthy. A choice is 
offered'of some ten subjects, only one of 
them with a bearing on chemical war- 
fare.

OW this generosity arouses curios- 
ity, if not suspicion. It is taking 


no small sum of money to finance this 
contest with its free distribution of 
books. Who is furnishing it and why? 
Money isn't ordinarily spent as freely as 
water for educational purposes. 
In a 


country which apportions some 85 per- 
cent of its federal income for war pur- 
poses as against 1 percent for education, 
money is spent freely for just one thing. 


And suspicion once aroused begins to 


ask: Is the whole purpose of this seem- 
ingly innocent competition to promote 
one object and is that object represented 
in one book of the gratuitous collection, 
"The Riddle of the Rhine"? 


"The Riddle of the Rhine" masks as 


a plea for chemical disarmament. It is 
that to this extent: the author is op- 
posed to the maintenance of large gas 
arsenals under government control. He 
does 
not 
believe 
that governments 


should undertake the manufacture of 
poison gas on a large scale. He advo- 
cates reliance upon normal chemical in- 
dustry as the best means of "building up 
more quickly and to a greater .extent the 
necessary large output of poisonous 
gases required in a war with a first class 
power." 


The book is open propaganda for 


chemical warfare and for the develop- 
ment of a PRIVATELY owned peace 
time chemical industry which can at a 
moment's notice be utilized for war pur- 
poses.

A. C. Bedford, chairman, and Walter C. Te»gla, 
president of the Standard Oil Co. of New Jer- 
sey, received salaries of $125,000 a year each 
and that six other officials received $100,000 
was attacked as "propaganda" for the national- 
ization of industry by Owen J. Roberts, Phila- 
delphia lawyer, last night at the twelfth an- 
nual dinner of the trust companies of the Unit- 
ed States at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
The dinner 


was given by the trust company division of the 
American Bankers' Association. 


The members of the trust company organiza- 


tion cheered when the lawyer said that the 
Standard Oil officials earned every dollar of 
the big salaries paid.them, because it was their 
business to increase production, which meant 
price reductions to the consumer. 


"Now, gentleman," said Mr, Roberts, "what 


will nationalization bring? 
'Oh,' 
says the 


propagandist, 'the man who'gets $100,000 will 
be displaced and we will put a man in for $5,000 
who will do his work.' Will any of the $95,000 
fall into your pockets by way of reduced price? 
Well, some of it may, on the surface of things, 
but let me tell you this: A loose-jointed, bad- 
ly, run Government industry will result, and 
while you don't pay it in the price of gasoline 
you will pay it not only on the gasoline you buy 
in taxes but you will pay the other fellow's 
gasoline in the taxes that you yourself pay. 


"What is the answer? 
Are we prepared to 


revise our ideas of governmjjit? 
Are we pre- 


pared to go into a frank state of socialism in 
this country, with all that it means in the sup- 
pression of ambition, in the deterrence of in- 
dustry, in the holding back of men who want 
to arrange their affairs for their good and the 
economic good, then for the good of us all— 
are we to go into a state of socialism, or are 
you men and men like you, who form the pub- 
lic opinion of this country, prepared to get 
out, take off your coats, and root for old-fash- 
ioned Anglo-Saxon individualism,, where a man 
does not have to figure how, first of all, he can 
do a perfectly honorable business thing without 
first calculating what all the prohibitory stat- 
utes say; and don't secondly, have such taxes 
levied upon him that he can't determine wheth- 
er to go into a business proposition for fear of 
the resulting tax liability?" 


Mr, Roberts said he was not an advocate~"o? 


prohibition, but he denounced the eighteenth 
amendment as the insertion of a "policy reg- 
ulation" into the Constitution which was re- 
duced to the status of a city ordinance. 
He 


attacked the Government for the condition in 
which the railroads were left at the end of 
Government operation, and assailed 
Govern- 


ment generally for absorbing too much control 
ovi?r everything. 


"Everywhere you turn judicial and semijudi- 


ciai administrative 
commissioners, investiga- 


ting bodies, inspectors of every known variety 
are found. The result is that the business man 
in America toduy feels that he is doing busi- 
ness with a minion of Government looking over 
his shoulder with an upraised arm and a threat- 
ening scowl."
